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The purpose of the National Catholic Chureh 
is the elevation of the moral and religious life 
of its people according to the teaching of Jesus 
Christ and His Apostles, and the practice of the 
rites of the Holy Roman and Greek Catholic 
Churehes in the first centuries (including the 
‘ . Dogmatic decision of the seven generals Coun-

, Members. — Every baptised Catholic Chris- 
Lo tian who lives according to our holy religion 

and who observes the laws and regulations of 
' the National Catholic Diocese in North America 
| can belong to our Parish, 

Duties, — All members with us pledge them- 
selves to pay at least (50c) fifty cents monthly 
for the support of the Parish Priest and also to 
assist with special contributions for the main- 
tenance of the Church buildings, schools and 

other Parish property, and such necessary ex- 

7} , PD Lff Lp 3 penses as may, from time to time, be incurred 
(4 (Ave A 4, for this purpose. Every member is in duty 
bound to pay at least One Dollar ($1) annually 


for the support of the Bishop and the mainte- 
nance of the Diocese and at least twenty-five 
cents (25c) annually for a fund to be reserved 
for the use of the sick and poor. These con- 
tributions are to be collected semi-annually and 
sent to the Bishop. 

Property. The property of this Church is 
vested in the Board of Trustees (Directorium), 
who have charge of all expenditures, such as 
repairs of the buildings and the administration 
of the income of the Church. The property held 
by this Church, and which this Parish may ac- 
quire in the future, shall belong ‘solely and ex- 
clusively to the congregation known under the 
name of the National Catholic Church of North 
America, The Trustees, as also the Parish Priest 
or his successors, are strictly forbidden to sell, 
transfer for any consideration, or donate, under 
any circumstances to anyone this property ac- 
quired by the hard work and devotion of tha 
parishioners. This can only be done by the una- 
nimous vote of all the members of the Parish. 
In case of the dissolution of this congrega- 
tion the property will revert to the Trustees of 
the National Catholic Diocese to be administered 
by them in building up some new congregation 
of the same faith and worship. The head of such 
Trustees is the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Board of Trustees.—The Trustees are elected 
in each congregation and any number can be 
elected which may be decided upon at a regu- 
lar meeting. Saloonkeepers are not eligible to 
the office. The Parish Priest is ex-ufficio a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees. The Trustees 
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shall elect their own officers: President, Vice 
President, Treasurer and Secretary, but the 
Parish Priest is not eligible to any of these of- 
fices. 

Managers.—The congregation shall also elect 
two Managers and ten or more collectors, All 
are elected for one year and can be re-elected. 
In case of resignation, or suspension, or death 
the Paish Priest may appoint one to fill the 
vacancy. All these officers will be expected to 
perform their duties without compensation, ex- 
cept in ‘case of special work when they may re- 
ceive some reward for their services, 

Duties. — The Board of Trustees with the 
Priest of the Parish shall manage the business 
affairs of the congregation and protect the 
property rights. The Parish Priest, however, has 
sole authority over purely religious affairs, 
except such special cases as he may refer to the 
Bishop for his opinion. The managers have the 
supervision of the Parish property, but in case 
of needed repairs they must notify the Trustees. 

The Collectors shall make collections by call- 
ing upon the people at their homes, and ou 
other occasions when necessary. They shall re- 
port the same to the Secretary and give a writ- 
ten receipt to those contributing. On the first 
Saturday of every month the records of all mo- 
neys will be audited at the meeting of the Trus- 
tees. 

The Trustees may, without calling a public 
meeting of the congregation, borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00), in case of necessity, But in such casa

the Parish Priest must be notified, and his si- 
gnature together; with the Trustees (accompa- 
nied by the Parish seal) is required. The Trus- 
tees have full power over the Parish property 
except that they cannot buy, sell or mortgage 
same in any way without the consent of the 
whole congregation. Such consent to be giver 
at public meeting where two-thirds of the whole 
congregation, shall constitute a quorum. 

The Trustees elect Delegates (according the 
number of communicants) to the Board of 
Trustees of the National Catholic Diocese in 
North America. 

The Treasurer receives all moneys and dis- 
burses the same upon written orders from the 
Secretary, countersigned by the Parish Priest. 
He is required to give bond for such amount as 
named by the congregation, 


The Secretary keeps the records of receipts © 


and disbursements, furnishes the Treasurer 
with written orders for all disbursements and 
shall furnish written reeeipts for all money 
handed over to the Treasurer. He is THE custo- 
dian of all books of records belonging to the 
congregation, also of all documents. The ac- 
counts of all moneys received and disbursed 
shall be read from the Pulpit on the first Sun- 
day of each month and annually on the last 
Sunday of the year. 

Parish Priest.—The Priest in charge of the 
Parish must be authorized by the Bishop of the 
National (Catholic "Diocese {n North America 
Incorporated. 

The congregation being without a Priest must 
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make application to the Bishop for one and the 
Bishop will send them the Priest. 

In case that the Bishop have no one at hand 
the congregation may try to select some one 
subject to the approval of the Bishop. 

The salary for the Parish Priest is $60.00 
(Sixty) per month, but he can receive more opr 
less as the congregation may decide but cannot 
be more than $100.00 nor less than $50.00. 

The Parish Priest in Our Alma National Catho= 
lic Diocese of North America must send at 
least $5.00 monthly to the Bishop for the Dioce- 
se expences as Cathedraticum and if He don’t 
send the Cathedraticum for three consecutive 
months, He ‘is suspended (A DIVINIS-IPSO 
FACTO), remaining so till He put himself in 
good standing in the matter. 

Members.—Any member being absent from a 
meeting loses the right to vote and must abide 
by the decision agreed upon at the meeting. 

Any member who is an habitual drunkard 


and leads an immoral life may be expelled. Also 


any member, who wilfully neglects his religious 
duties, such as: Church attendance and the 
Holy Communion, or fails to give (any) finan- 
cial support, when able to do ‘so or makes a pu- 
blie disturbance or without cause, incites other 
members against the Priest or Bishop, shall be 
subject to discipline. Such discipline to he 
administered by the action of the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

The Congregation, if possible, is to have its 
own School, and where this is the case the mem 
bers shall be expected to send their children to 
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the same. Otherwise they are free to send their — 
children to the Public Schools, but must also . 
send them to the Parish Priest for instruction. 

Every member must be a member of at leas 
one of the Church societies, but at the same” 
time he can be a member of any society no 
opposed to our Church. The Congregation shall, 
if possible, have its own Cemetery and use this 
for burials of its members. 

This congregation, in accordance with the 
laws governing chartered institution in this © 
State and the United States, shall be controlled 
by its Board of ‘Trustees.
